WOMAN LOSES SHARE 
IN $400,000 ESTATE 


Court Rules Mrs. Davis For- 
feited Rights by Contesting 
Trust Agreement. 


The interest of Mrs. Walter  T. 
Davis in the $400,000 estate of her 
father, Simon D. Rossi, wholesale 
grocer who died in 1925, was de- 
clared forfeited because she con- 
tested a trust agreement made be- 
fore her father’s death. in a deci- 
sion handed down by Circuit Judge 
Hall today. 

The value of Mrs. Davis’ share 
equal to one-eleventh of the income 
of the trust estate, was estimated 
by attorneys at about $4000 a year. 
The property was said to be worth 
about $1,000,000 at the time of Ros- 
si’s death, but has since depreciat- 
ed. 

The Court's decision was based on 
a clause in the trust agreement 
which provided that any beneficiary 
who contested its terms would be 
cut off with $1. Mrs. Davis, after 


being appointed administratrix of 
the estate by the Probate Court, 
soon after her father’s death, 


sought to have trustees surrender 


assets to her on the ground the 
agreement was void. 
The Probate Court ordered the 


assets turned over; but the trustees 
won on appeal. The trustees, Vic- 
tor D. Rossi, a son, and Mrs, 
Charles C. Haseman, a daughter, 
then sued to have their sister cut 
off under the forfeiture’ clause. 
They also attacked the interest of 
Mrs. Frank R. Dallavalle, another 
sister, on the ground she had aided 
Mrs. Davis in the effort to break 
the trust. The court, in its de- 
cision today, sustained Mrs. Dalla- 
valle’s claim. 

Mrs. Davis contended, in a hear- 
ing held in December, 1932, that 
her action as administratrix did not 
affect her individual rights. Mrs. 
Dallavalie testified she had nothing 
to do with the contest. 

Under the trust agreement, made 
in 1922, Rossi was to retain a life 
interest in the estate, and on his 
death the income was to pass to 
his widow and various members of 
his family, including four daughters 
and three sons. Provision was 
made also for payments to. re- 
ligious, charitable and educational 
institutions. The property ultimate- 
ly was to go to the children of Vic- 
tor and Harvey J. Rossi on the 
death of all direct heirs.

testified he had heard the Kelley 
case and the defendant discussed, 
and that some persons had asked 
his opinion as to her guilt. 

“I've heard people say that she 
was guilty, that she was a member 
of a gang and a criminal,” he went 
on. 

“That was the general consensus 
of opinion?” queried Rogers. 

“I heard it said that she ought 
to be convicted—that she was 
guilty.”

ST, LOUIS AND KANSAS CITY 


Retail Trade Here Responds to 
Fair Weather, But in Dis- 
appointing Volume. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Retail 
and wholesale -trade’ in Kansas 
City made a “sharp recovery” dur- 
ing the present week, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce said yesterday, 
in a business survey of major 
cities. 
| Retail trade in St. Louis, the re- 
| port stated, “responded quickly to 
fair weather, but in disappointing 
volume in some seasonal apparel 
lines.” 

The “sharp recovery” in Kansas 
City, as compared with the levels 
of a week ago and a month ago, 
brought both retail and wholesale 
trade up to the level of the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

“Bank deposits slid off sharply 
due to withdrawals to avoid tax 
| assessments, but were rising at the 
(end of the week,” the report for 
‘Kansas City said. “Bank clearings 
remained at a relatively high level. 
'Building activity was confined 
‘mostly to inside repair work, a city 
|ordinance was adopted during the 
week authorizing the expenditure 
of $700,000 for extension of a city 
|street and bridge which will fur- 
nish some additonal employment.” 
| Wholesale trade in St. Louis was 
reported as spotty, some lines show- 
|ing gains and others losses. Iron 
‘and steel jobbers reported slight | 
‘improvement. The general situation | 
| benefited by settlement of strikes 
and pick-up in seasonal occupations. 


Due to a backward season and | 


excessive moisture, agricultural 
employment in the St. Louis area 
was less than seasonal. Wheat 
prospects were impaired by rust. 
Recent moderate improvement 
continued in real estate with some 
small homes being built. Dwelling 
vacancies decreased and the trend 
of rents was moderately upward,

ROME, June 17.—The pace of de- 
partures for East Africa of Italian 
‘troops and war materials was speed- 
ed up today while the Italo-Ethio- 
pian Arbitration Commission pre 
pared to meet again.

Italian circles expressed belief 
that the commission, on which an 
American is one of Ethiopia’s rep- 
resentatives, would be unable to 
settle the Italo-Ethiopian border 
dispute by peaceful methods, 

Mussolini, addressing 7000 war 
veterans yesterday from the Coli- 
seum, asserted: 

“These stones are eloquent of the 
grandeur of Rome achieved through 
the force of her arms and the wis- 
dom of her .iaws. 

“Nothing prevents us from be- 
lieving that these destinies of yes- 
terday will not be those of tomor- 
row.” 

“Ready” in Europe Also. 

Men, money and munitions are 
being forced by Mussolini into an 
| ever more powerful machine for 
| war in Africa, and Italy is “ready 
for any emergency” in Europe, 

Silver became to a great degree 
the property of the Government 
by a decree issued late Saturday, 
calling in all silver money. Pre- 
viously, except of the metal in any 
form had been forbidden. 

These measures were destined ta 
make silver available for use in 
East Africa, where silver coins are 
the only money used by natives.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Ches- 
ter C. Davis, AAA administrator, 
said in his annual report today that 
restricted production would not be 
the permanent policy for agricul- 
ture. 

The report covered activities of 
the AAA from Feb. 15 to Dec. 31, 
1934. 

Davis said that problems of ag- 
ricultural adjustment “have changed 
as the pressure of emergency has 


lessened,” and declared “There is 
opportunity now to replace tempor- 
ary measures appropriate only to 
extraordinary conditions, with an 
agricultural policy looking forward 
toward long-view objectives.” 
|. Use of the referendum to obtain 
‘opinions of farmers toward adjust- 
ment programs was said by Davis 
_to have been one of the most signifi- 
cant developments of the year. 
| 3,600,000 Contracts Signed. 
During 1934. he said. more than 
2.600,000 adjustment contracts were 
signed and several hundred thou- 
}gand other farmers participated in 
the control programs through mar- 
keting agreements and licenses. 
“Farmers, it has been clearly 
demonstrated,” he continued, “can 
cal] the centralizing powers of gov- 
ernment to assist them in solving 
their problems and yet adhere to 


Lasting improvement in welfare 
of the farmers was said to be “nec- 
‘essarily bound up with increased 
production and consumption of ag- 
ricultural products. 
| World Trade Barriers. 


| “A long-view policy for agricul- 
ture, therefore, cannot passively ac- 
cept the present limited purchasing 
power for food and fiber 
of large numbers of our people, nor 
|conceive future production on that 
basis. 

| “A long-view policy for agricul- 
‘ture will actively seek to remove 
barriers that now constrict interna- 
| tional trade.” 
| This policy, Davis said, would as- 
'sist agriculture “to put its own 
lands in better order, and tie in the 
|various adjustment programs with 
| long-time objectives of efficient 
land use. 

“Taking account of past mistakes 
~misguided settlement, too  inten- 


|pletion, over-production, 
ing, and abuse of the public domain 
—a corrective program through a 
broad policy of land use based on 
national welfare is indicated.” 

Davis said much attention has 
been given to the loss of export 
markets. As a result of this, he 
said the acreage at average yields 
required to supply export trade de- 
clined from 84,000,000 in 1920-21 to 
38,000,000 in 1933-34. 

“Expansion of agricultural  ex- 
ports,” Davis continued, “would be 
of net advantage to farmers and to 
the nation as a whole only in case 
the returns for such exports are 
large enough.” 

Criticising suggestions for a dual 
price policy, where exports would 
be offered below domestic prices, 
Davis said that “unless coupled 
with production contro] under the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act such 
a policy might invite a sequence of 
expansions in supplies’ requiring 
greater and greater subsidies, in- 
creasingly costly and _ ultimately 
self-defeating.” 

How to Increase Exports. 

To increase exports, he said, the 
United States “must become a bet- 
ter customer of foreign countries.” 

The administrator said farm 
prices remained too low in relation 
to prices paid for industrial com- 
modities. 

In 1932, he reported, farm prices 
were about 35 per cent below the 
relation to industrial prices which 
had held for the 20-year period 
prior to 1930. In 1934 the farm 
prices were said to be still 25 per 
cent below that relation. In 1934 
the volume of farm production was 
only 15 per cent below that of 1929, 
while the volume of industrial pro- 
duction was 42 per cent below that 
of 1929. 

Defending the processing taxes, 
Davis said that, “all in all, the net 
increase in consumers’ total retail 
expenditures, due to processing tax 
collections, probably amounts to less 
than 1 per cent.” 

Low prices for the farmers, he 
said, ‘‘caused a loss in farmers’ abil- 
ity to buy goods manufactured in 
the cities and this loss ultimately 
caused a deciine of factory employ- 
ment. 

At “the depths of depression, the 
number of workers who were idle 
as a result of the inability of farm- 
ers to buy city-made goods is esti- 
mated at 4,000,000.” 

The farm cash income, the report 
said, dropped from $10,479,000,000 in 
1929 to $4,328,000,000 in 1932, but in- 
creased to $5,051,000,000 in 1933 and 
$6,100,000,000 in 1934.

TABLET TO JOHN PAUL JONES 
TO BE UNVEILED IN PARIS 


Ceremonies July 4 at Spot Where 
Famed Admiral Lay Buried 
for 118 Years. 

(Copyright, 1935.) 

PARIS, June 17.—John Paul 
Jones, founder of the United States 
Navy and its first Admiral, will be 


honored in Paris on July 4 when a 
marble tablet is unveiled. 

The site is now a biscuit factory, 
but when Jones died in 1792 it was 
designated the Paris Cemetery for 
the Protestant Foreigners. Here, 
the Admiral was buried on July: 20, 
1792. and there he slept, forgotten 
and unknown, until 1905. 

To commemorate the final rest- 
ing place of Jones in French soil, 
this tablet in marble, recounting his 
exploits, will be dedicated on Inde- 


pendence day by American and 
French officials. William M. Clear- 
water, New York attorney, will 


head a deelgation of Americans 
coming to Paris for the ceremonies. 

In 1899, the United States Em- 
bassy began to seek for the burial 
place of Jones, but it was not until 
1905 that its efforts were success- 
ful. Houses had to be torn down, 
underground galleries had to be 
created, and finally the lead coffin 
was discovered on April 15 at a 
depth of four and a half feet. 

The body was taken to Annapolis 
by the American cruiser Brooklyn 
and buried there with naval honors. 
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come from wheat, including adjust- 
ment payments, at $380,000,000, the 
highest figure in four years.

The surplus in wheat, Davis stat- 
ed, has been worked off, in a large 
part, through two successive short 
crops caused by drouth, but also in

Orders, rulings and decisions which wil! 
bring helpful publicity are naturally more 
attractive than alternatives which do not 
offer that publicity. Hence, judicial action 
which should be guided solely by considera- 
tion of public interest may be unwittedly 
colored by self-interest Psychologically, 
the danger to his pay check conse- 
quent on giving offense inevitably tends 
toward a Judge's non-use and abdication of 
judicial powers which, in the best interest 
of justice, he should vigorously utilize. 

The widespread popular fear and distrust 
of the judiciary which once led to drastic 
limitation of their power and authority is 
obviously disappearing today. Some gs ates 
have reinvested the trial Judge with power 
to assist the jury by advice as to his own 
conclusions of fact. Some have explicitly 
repudiated the earlier view that the jury

nized that duty as a judicial function In 
others, the Judge has been given power, 
with the consent of the parties, to decide 
issues of fact. The movement to give him 
authority to question veniremen as to thei~ 
fitness to ferve is spreading. 

All these developments demonstrate a 
growing and popular realization of the need 
for capable Judges who shall function as 
active agents of justice. But they also in- 
crease the imperative necessity for Judges 
of the highest characte: and capacity. And 
if Judges are to be of that type, guided in 
the use of their power solely by public in- 
terest, they must be removed from the bad 
psychological influences of dependence fo 
their pay upon notoriety and political favor 

The publie already is showing its realiza 
tion of this necessity for taking Judzes out 
of politics Rar associations are actively 
considering the merits of various plans. 
Specific proposals already have been ap- 
proved in some states. But though the de- 
sirability of assured tenure regardless of 
political favor is becoming generally recog- 
nized, there still exists marked disagreement 
of opinion as to how the judicial office 
should originally be attained. Should it be 
through popular election, gubernatorial ap- 
pointment, legislative election, appointment 
by a council or by some other method”? It 
may well be that a method desirable in one 
state would be unsatisfactory or inappro- 
priate to conditions in cnother. 

At this time, without further study of the 
problem, your committee does not fee! jus- 
tified in recommending any particular 
method of judicial selection. That problem 
it feels necessary to leave for further con- 
sideration by itself or another committee. 

Believing, however, that prop :r safeguards 
as to original selection and means of re- 
moval can he set up, your committee does 
recommend that this association urge the 
people of the states to establish a perma- 
nent tenure of judicial office during good 
behavior in order to free the judiciary from 
the harmful psychological 2ffects of depend.

Contamination of cow's milk with 
germs is almost unavoidable. The 
containers, the milkers hands, the 
cow's udders, are ceftain to have 
germs on them.

‘process of milking, a certain num- 


ber of germs always get into the 
milk Milk is a good culture me- 
dium for germs and especially at 
the temperature of summer they 
multiply rapid’ 

The old superstition was that 
thunder soured: the milk. It wasnt 
the thunder. Dut the rise in temper- 
ature just before a thunderstorm, 
that did the business It provided 
the exactly perfect conditions, just 
as if the milk had been in an incu- 
bator. for the growth cf the germs. 

Unfortunately, miik with many 
millions of germs coes not always 
sour. It may reman palatable even 
when dangerous¥y contaminated. 
Taste, therefore,«8 no criterion. 

The only safe way to prepare 
fresh milk for infant consumption 
in the summe’ is to boil it. Even if 
vou feel sureit comes from a clean 
dairy and isclean when you get it 
it is safer -o boil it after the for- 
mula has Seen made up. Boil for 
three misutes and put in clean 
boiled or scalded bottles and cork 
with clean stoppers, and keep in a 
refrigemtor until they are to. be 
used

Baling the milk makes it more 
digogtible for infants as well as 
cafr. 

fanned evaporated milk is also a 
:sfe food for the baby. After the 
waporated milk is put into. the 
tans, they are heated to a suffi- 
ciently high temperature to kill off 
all the germs. The water that you 
add to the evaporated milk before 


giving it to the baby should be, 


boiled and allowed to cool, but the 
formula need not be boiled = after 
this. 

Powdered dried milks in various 
forms (neither these nor evaporated 


i'milk should be confused with con- 


densed milk) are also safe and nu- 


' tritious. 


Acidified or soured milk is some- 
times used for feeding babies _ in 
summer, and has the advantage 
that germs do not grow in it_ so 
readily. But boiled whole milk can- 
not be improved upon.

NEW kind of Sunday school, 
where badges! for attendance 
are not the chief and only. re- 


wards of merit, has just closed its 
third year at Temple House, that 
spacious and handsome building ad- 
joining Temple Israel, which houses 


all the extra-religious activities of 


this Jewish congregation 


As a little boy summed up his 
parting impression and left it on 
the blackboard, “I like to come to 
this Sunday School because I learn 
more and have better times.’ 

The last religious census offered 
as its principal boast with regard 
to Sunday Schools that they have 
21,138,526 scholars enrolled in the 
United States I remember at- 
tandance prizes were the ones most 
coveted when I went to Sunday 


| Scheol. Now, attendance may be 


as good as any other one point on 
which to grade Sunday School 
pupils. If children come regularly 
to Sunday School they are bound 
to learn things which will do them 
no harm, even though volunteer 
teachers, the best intentioned in the 
world, may be lacking in pedagog- 


ical training and Bible stories and 
fry? 


texts may not always be easy fo: 


the childish mind to grasp and 


interpret. There is, however, a new 
type of Sunday School which places 
emphasis on attendance, of course, 
but more on making the one or two 


hours a week devoted to moral! 


‘training and religious education 
j;count more definitely and realis- 


tically than they have in the old 
time Sunday Schools. These schools 


do not place their trust in voluntee: 


teachers, however faithfu! thev 


may be, but employ paid staffs from 
whom they can demand trained pro- 


fessional qualifications as well as 
high ethical intentions These 
schools are graded with curricula 
arranged with regard to. the 
straightest, simplest approach to a 
child’s natural interests and capaci- 
ties. The teachers are further im- 
plemented with libraries of the best 
books in their special fields and 
whatever other equipmen is re- 
quired. At the end of a course a 
student is examined and tested ac- 
cording to practical methods of sec 
ular schools. When he has passed 
all his grades he is graduated and 
should be acceptable as a candidate 
for confirmation, better equipped 
from an eduactional standpoint 
than his elders of an older school

‘it has gone farther than some oth- 


ers and adopted new, advanced 
methods of instruction developed in 
the day schools of the Progressive 


'Education movement. Projects de- 
‘signed to employ and correlate all 
‘human sensibilities and faculties 
‘dominate this system. To this end 
‘in this school there is a manual 
"| training department where in a 


'well lighted room on the third floor 
the sound of modern power-driven 
machines and all kinds of tools ring 
out upon the Sabbath quiet. Not 
much like the old time Sunday 
school where children sat in best 
bib and tucker listening to solemn 
utterances. There is an art de- 
partment where they slap paint on 
large surfaces to produce _ stage 
scenery or on smaller surfaces de- 
sign posters and illustrations or in 
plaster and clay model figures to 
‘populate a Biblical scene. There 


‘is a dramatic department with stage 
and theater where Bible history and 


stories are relived in pageants, 
plays, puppet shows. There are 
handicraft classes where children 
donning smocks and overalls work 
with all kinds of materials produc- 
ing costumes and other objects 
whose ceremonial and_ historical 
significance they absorb as they 
take form under their hands. There 
is a reference library to which stu- 
dents resort in the preparation of 
essays and reports. There are, in 
fact, some 35 rooms'in the three- 
story building among which are the 
many school rooms, some ‘equipped 


with regulation school desks, black- 
boards, teacher's rostrums, others 
for less formal class work. One 
bright sunny room has a carpet 
spread as a concession to the child- 
ish inclination to sit upon the floor 
while listening to a story teller. 
The primary department is fur- 
nished in modernistic manner with 
tables and chairs of graduated sizes 
painted rose, blue and gray 

A trip through the rooms after 
the school had disbanded for sum- 
mer vacation revealed much con- 
crete evidence and many interesting 
manifestations of progress in a new 
type of education in which art, 
drama and history are correlated 
with religious learning and feeling

Israel complete in detail to the 
roof which is left off to disciose 
interior furnishings accurately re 
produced. It was constructed ac- 
cording to scale drawings and ar- 
chitectural plans in the manual 
training room and brought to the 
handicrafters to be furnished with 
ceremonial objects and peopled 
with clothespin dolls representing 
rabbi, choir and congregation 
Alongside this modern Reformed 
Jewish temple stood a typical or- 
thodox synagogue, a reproduction 
of one in medieval Spain when 
Jews were enjoying one of their

“We want the children to know 
the old customs and ceremonies 
though they may have been aban- 
doned, and to understand the hard- 
ships through which civilizations 
shave developed, to make them sym- 
pathetic and appreciative of what 
has gone before,” a teacher ex- 
plained. 

One of the projects of the inter- 
mediate class this past year has 
been a study of shepherd life as 
part of the Biblical picture as well 
as the urban life of the times. In 
a sandbox a desert is surrounded 
by a panorama with palm trees on 
the horizon, desert camps in oases 
reproduced with plaster animals 
and people with cardboard figures 
in historic dress, each camp marked 
with an authentic tribal banner of 
the Israelites. 

A street in a city of Samaria 
comes to life as a narrow alley, 
bazaars and market place apparent- 
ly swarming with life as to you 
look through an end of the street 
beneath overlapping awnings. An- 
cient dwellings of the Ghettos are 
built of plaster, tall buildings jut- 
ting at the top over narrow streets 
chained off at the entrances. There 
is a puppet show peopled with fig- 
ures which enacted scenes from the 
life of Queen Esther. A relief map 
of Palestine in colored plaster oc- 
cupies a large. space on the floor. 
A special study of the life of Jo- 
seph has resulted in a “moving pic- 
ture” depicting intimate scenes and 
critical events in his life. Drawings
